Tue Calgary Herald rises to explain 
that its sugzestion of provincial autono- 
my for [Alberta with a view to aiding 
railway schemes only applied to an ex- 
tension of the C. & E. from Macleod 
to connect with the railway system of 


the United States. The Herald says : 


* Local railways without a southern con- 
nection with the American systems ere 
herdiy likely to prove profitable. We say 
this in fairness to our friends. The pro- 
posal for « district railway north of Ed- 
monton may be al! very well—but how is it 
going to pay? Ie it by an absorption of the 
oil territory up worth’? Or by the Calgary 
& Edmonton railway extending to the sout 
of Macieod end thus inducing trade and im- 
migration? Any attemp absorptien of 
Alverian or Athabascan interests is quite 
certain to be watched and opposed; and if 
the C. & E. RB. ia gobbled up by the the C. 
P. BR. then we may eay “good bye” to any 
benefit from that source. 

The chances of progress for the people lie 
in the direction the Herald pointed out, 
viz., provincial autonomy. We believe the 
best course now it to have « general 
district railway committee formed, witha 
strong representative persovel—and the 
quicker the better. In the creation of this 
committee we should expect the BuLigtix 
to aoquierce and do ita best to accomplish. 
We aregiad to observe that the Macleod 
Gavette agrees with us ia this respect.” 


It appears then that the Herald’s idea 
of provincial autonowy is the advance- 
ment of southern and the ignoring of 
northern interests. The Edmonton 
Buicerrs must assist the south in 
securing additional connection with the 
railway systeme of the States—which 
it will be very happy to do as far as 
lies in its power—but when it is the 
turn of the Herald to assist the British 
Pacific as a competitor to the C. P. R. 
in the north the idea is treated as pre- 
posterous. If the ideas of the promoters 
of provincial autonomy are not big 
enough to include the progress of both 
ends of Alberta, they had better quit 
talking about Alberta and ask for a pro-

The public meeting beld in Robertson hall 
on Saturday evening at the call of the 
mayor to discuss railway and municipal 
matters wee very wellatiended, considering | 
that 1 wase busy night in « busy sesron.

M. MeOnuley followed and took ex 
ception to the course of the council regard- 
ing the proposed charter and several other 


matters, The council had gone to extremes 
to collect taxes from residents and had let 
pon residents go. They had abandoned the 
frontage tas principle and had done all this 


years improvement out of the general funds, 
so that while most of the ratepayers had to 
pry for theetreet improvements which bene 
titved them they had now also to pay for the 
Improvemente which benefitted ovhers. The 
council head been dilatory in pushing the 
railway wetter last spring and the town had 
cousequentiy lost the oatmeal mill, which 
could have been secured almost within 
*ionethrow of the boriness centre of the 
town even without a bridge He wanted to 
know why the street railway charter escur 
ed by the previous council had been thrown

of the charter they would be in a position 
to discuss it. in the meantime he would 
say in regard to the old charter that it did 
permit the use of steam by the C. & E. 
railway company over its tracks, and that 
therefore it was measurably sufficient for our 
purpose. (Mr. Beck, town solicitor, rose 
and stated that it had always been his 
opinion that the C. & E. corld use steam on 
it.) The old charter provided for full con- 


trol by the town which was expected to put | 


up all or the bulk of the money for its con- 
struction, and he hoped that the new 
charter would contain like provisions. If it 
did not he could not support it. At the 
first meeting on the subject that had been 
held it was the view of the meeting that as 
thie railway track would be the life stream 
of the town it should be under town con- 
trol. He held that view as strongly to-day. 
and if the new charter did not adequately 
provide for that he would prefer the old 
charter, which would answer our present 
needs. He pointed out that the time to 
settle the deal was before and not after the 
charter had been granted, for after the 
charter was granted the provisions might 
be such that the holders could compel the 
town to accede to their terms whatever 
they might be. 

The charter was then read by the secre- 
tary, and was stated by Mr. Beck to be an 
ordinary railway charter drawn up accord- 
ing to the usual form. 

Mr. Woodworth asked what provision 
was there for retaining control by the town. 


The mayor and Mr. Beck replied that the 
only provision was the right of the town to 
take shares in the company. If the town 
took a majority of the $250,000 stock it 
would have control. 

Mr. Oliver asked if there was any pro- 
vision as to location of the station, and was 
told there was none except that it must be 
within the corporation. He said that as the 
charter was a special one, required to meet 
special circumstances, it should contain 
special provisions to meet those circum- 
stances in our interest, as did the street 
railway charter. Inasmuch as it did not 
contain any such provisions he could not 
agree that it was as good a charter for us as 
the old one. 

Mr. Beck held that the less restrictions 
the charter contained the better it would 
be for the town in the matter of securing 
outside capital. 

Councillor Edmiston said that outside 
capital must be secured or the road could 
not be built. We could not get the outside 
capital and retain the control. 

8. S. Taylor maintained that the charter 
gave the town full! control as the town could 
if it pleased take up a majority of the stock. 
Bat if the town did not do this it could not 
expect to have control. 

Mr. Oliver said that the charter should 
at least contain a limit of time for the com- 
pletion of the road to Edmonton, provide 
that the location of the station should not 
be inimical to the established business in- 
terests of the town and should give the town 
some measure of control regarding rates. 
If the town was to contribute $50,000 as had 
been suggested, the ratepayers should have 
some protection, besides the opportunity to 
take an amount of stock which they could 
not pay up. 

After some further desultory discussion 
the meeting concluded about 11:30.

MANITOBA CROP REPORT. 


The final crop report for the year 1895, 
issued by the Manitoba government, was 
given out on Dec. 13th. The yield of wheat 
is increased to 27.86 bushels per acre, as 
compared with the August estimate of 25.3 
bushele per acre. This makes a total crop 
of 31,775,038. 

The yield of oate is increased from 45.3 as 
estimated in August, to 46.73 bushels per 
acre, giving a total crop of 22,565,733 
bushels ' 

Barley is also increased from 35.8 to 
36.69 bushels per acre, making a total crop 
of 5,645,035 bushels. 

The total crop of flax is placed at 1,281,- 
354 bushels, a slight increase over the 
August report. 

The final estimate of the yield of potatoes 
i# 243.5 boshels per acre, making a total 
crop of 4,042,562 bushels.
